The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
neither teaches not suggests a compound comprising an Fc domain linked to a EPO- 
mimetic peptide wherein the peptide is 2-40 amino acid residues in length and is not 
naturally occurring EPO. A combination of the closest prior art, W098/24477 and WO 
97/28828, show an IgG linked to a protein (IL-1ra) not a peptide. The is no suggestion 
in the prior art that a small peptide of 2-40 amino acids could successfully be added to 
and IgG.
